I SOLD HY SOUL AND A FEH OTHER THINGS 

Most of us have a price for which we will sell out all 
that we stand for and hold dear. Last aonth I found that ay 
price was $599. At that price I bought a XT coapatable 
cooaputer. 

I certainly didn't need a new coaputer. The Coaaodore 128 
I had for 2 years was serving ae well until the very end. 
Anyghing I wanted to do at hoae; the zine, the mailing list, 
taxes, gaaes; the Coaaodore never failed. 

However, we use IBM PCs at school, and there I was 
seduced. I used Word Perfect on ay staff paper this suaaer, 
and indeed the naae is descriptive. It takes academic work a 
breeze. I did tables on SuperCalc4, a spreadsheet that puts 
Lotus to shate. There are also a few specialized prograas 
that economists use to do statistics and regressions that 
run on PCs. 

While I could read and write IBM data on the Coaaodore, 
it was time-consuming, and I found myself wishing I could do 
school work directly at hoae. So I decided to qo for the 
clone, a Bade in Taiwan/aseabled in Minnesota XT coapatible 
computer. 

Luckily I have access to programs in our departaent, so I 
didn't have to make a big investment in software. I was also 
familiar enough with the PC to know what to plug in where, 
since the clone caae with a minimum of badly translated 
instructions. My parents agreed to help pay for it as a 
Christmas/graduation present, and best of all I was able to 



sell the Commodore and printer for $625. I had to buy a new 
printer of course, but I think I might have come out ahead 
when everything was done, 1 would have, anyway, had 1 not 
decided to add a hard disk. 

So if any of you know of good PC programs, let me know. I 
did find an excellent game called BALANCE OF POWER (Hind- 
scape). The husband of one of iy classiates played this 
constantly on his Macintosh, and thus delayed his entry into 
the U.S. Foreign Service by several months. It's a solitaire 
Diplomacy gane. You take either the U.S. or U.S.S.R, the 
computer takes the other side. You gain points by earning 
prestige in 62 other countries. You do this by supporting 
friendly governments with money or troops, supporting rebels 
of unfriendly countries with money or troops, signing 
treaties, making ultimatums. The other side is doing this as 
well, and each action may be challenged by the other 
superpower. Challenges can lead to confrontations, and you 
have to choose between losing prestige and escalating and 
risking war. If war starts, everyone loses. The games 
supposedly lasts 7 games year, but I've never lasted longer 
than 3. It takes a very cynical view of the world, but the 
game is very well thought out and is an accurate view of how 
a two power world works. 



MUSIC REVIEWS 

Forget music this time, how about a few good mysteries. 
We've discovered some good female writers with good female 
characters. (All of these are paperbacks, we can't afford 
hard covers.) Sue Srafton is a daytime screenwriter, so you 
can easily imagine her books about detective Kinsey Milhone 
("A is for Alibi", "B is for Burglar 9 , "C is for Corpse" 
(Bantam)) being set on the screen. The first person style and 
California setting are similar to Chandler; Kinsey like 
Marlowe trusts no one but herself. Unlike Marlowe, you can 
get to know Kinsey well enough to use her first name. 

Just don't try getting on a first name basis with V.I. 
Warshawski, Chicago detective of insurance executive Sara 
Paretsky (indemnity Only 0 , "Deadlock", "Killing Orders" 
(Ballantine)). She's liable to deck you. V.I.'s specialty is 
white collar crime, but she manages to find a body or two. 
Grafton's plots are better, but Paretsky's characters make 
her boks the better choice. They both are very similar to the 
hard boiled writers of the '40s and '50s, and the fact the 
detectives are women keeps the style from being dated. 

Completely different is "Shattered Moon"(Dell] by St. Paul 
writer Kate Green. Theresa Fortunate is a psychic whose mind 
starts finding bodies without looking for them. By the time 
the police believe her, they start suspecting her. Meanwhile 
her ex-husband comes back into her life and she sees him 
involved in the murders. This is not occult hocus-pocus, but 
well written suspense. If you want one book to keep you 
awake, this is it. 

Thanks to Jim Meinel, John Hichalski. and Eric Qzog. all 
of whom told us that we'would not like living in Pheonix, 
Right now, it looks like we'll be staying. Things are going 
well between Frauke and her new owner. But nothing can hap- 
- for a few months yet, and we've already been invited to 
ix for a weekend to check everything out. Stay tuned.

RULE CLARIFICATIONS 

Though I should have worked out most of the bugs last 
season, a few may remain in the rules. I'll listen to any 
comments or suggestions on the rules, and I reserve the 
right to make changes along the way, particularly in the new 
power play and multi-purpose player rules. 

Hake these corrections to the rules: 

1) The formula for power play shots is (PP+rl-PK-r2). 

2) All fractions in determinging lost shots from penal- 
ties, shots when pulling the goalie, and overtime shots are 
rounded up. 

3) A line cannot lose more than 2/3 of its shots due to 
penalties. 

4} If a rookie plays his fourth game in the *iddle of a 
session, he does not rise to SL2 (of the random SL for a 
draftee; until the next session. 

5) When a team's debt exceeds $500K, the MCHA will waive 
a non-rookie (the smallest SL possible) to bring the debt to 
under $500K. A team may make an ordered list to players to 
sell if the debt limit is exceeded. 

6) If you like, you may choose tea* colors, name a home 
arena, or make up any other team attributes. 1 don't have 
time to write a description of every game, but perhaps I can 
do one or two a session, disclosing only those player names 
listed in the official report plus goalie names. 

7) The games will be adjudicated on the SuperCalc4 
spreadsheet on an IBM XT compatible computer. If you'd like 
a disk copy of the template I've written, $2 should cover 
the disk and postage. I can copy it in SuperCalc, Lotus, or 
DIF format. 

B) You are free to name your team and players anything 
you want, but I will use no more than 10 characters listing 
teams and players in game reports and no more than 8 
characters to list your team in the schedule. If you don't 
like the abbreviations I use, propose your own.
